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THE GOVERNOR 


f New IIlampshire is chosen biennially according to Statute of June 
1877, on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November, by a 

ajority vote, In case of no election by the people, the Legisla- 
ture elects one of the two persons having the highest number of 
votes. The constitutional title of the Governor is His Excellency. 

To be eligible to the office of Governor, one must be thirty years 
Id, and »n inhabitant of the State fur seven years last preceding his 
inauguration. In case of the death, disability or resignation of the 
overnor, the office is filled by the President of the Senate. 

The Executive Council consists of five Councillors, elected by dis- 
tricts, at the same time and in the same manner as the Governor. 

The Governor and Council appoint all judicial officers+the attor- 
mey general, notaries, coroners, judges of probate and general and 
eld officers of the militia.

Insurance Companies. 


At the close of the year 1886, accurding to the Annual Report of 
the Insurance Comuniission, made to the Governor in June, 1887, 
there were twenty-one Town Mutual Fire Insurauce Companies in the 
State, currying risks amounting to $2,609,924. Their losses and ex- 
penses were $3,563.48 There were also sixteen State Mutuals report 
ed, with risks aggregating $15,530,194, the losses and expenses of 
which were $60,787.02, There were also eight Stock Fire Companies 
of the State, with avgrega e capital of $1,120.000. These wrote risks 
amounting to $31,936,240; received in preminms, $372,556.28, and 
jincurred in losses, $67,044.20. Companies of other States have in force 
in this state risks amounting to about $26,000,000 ; and Manufacturers 
Mutuals, to about $35,000.000, 

Twenty-two Life, Accident and other miscellaneous companies re- 
ported, carrying risks in the state to the amount of 312,694,803, 
These received in premiums, $379,087.55, and paid in losses and ma- 
tured claims, $307,860.29. The above all relates to business of the’ 
year 1886 The tax paid to the State ky other state companies, is 
one per cent. of the gross premiums taken.
